DEP Launching Aggressive PAYT Program 


DEP is moving forward with its plans to promote adoption of pay-as-you-throw (PAYT) 

programs throughout the state. To this end, we are pleased to announce the launching of 

an aggressive, two-year program aimed at providing assistance, including grants, to those 
municipalities with a serious interest in pay-as-you-throw (PAYT) programs. 





re = PAYT is an approach to integrated solid waste management where 
| a households are charged for waste collection and disposal services based 
— on the amount of waste they throw away, much the same way as they 
pay for electricity, gas, and other utilities. PAYT programs provide 
residents with the means for controlling their waste disposal costs, 
something many residents are unable to do currently. If homeowners 
recycle and compost, they will throw away less waste and, 
consequently, will be charged lower fees. PAYT provides residents with the 
means for controlling their waste disposal costs at the same time it creates a more 
equitable billing system. 


For municipalities PAYT programs can provide a new source of revenue to pay for 
disposal costs, sustain solid waste management costs, reduce waste disposal and increase 
recycling rates to ensure that they are meeting statewide recycling requirements. 


DEP's PAYT program will consist of three phases: 


e technical assistance provided to municipalities in completing the research necessary 
to perform a preliminary PAYT program design tailored to their specific 
municipalities 

e participation in an intensive, hands-on workshop for those who have completed the 
necessary preliminary research 

e technical assistance and a grant component to assist with PAYT program 
implementation 


The Department has selected Ellen O’Meara to provide support to participating 
municipalities. Ms. O’Meara was instrumental in implementing Stonington’s successful 
PAYT program and has considerable practical experience in recycling and solid waste 
programs in Connecticut. 


Up to fifteen municipalities will be included in the PAYT program. Criteria for 
participation includes: 

e aserious interest in implementing a PAYT program 

e support from the municipality’s Chief Elected Official 

e a program liaison assigned by the municipality committed to developing the program 
¢ acomprehensive recycling program
